SBUMMARY OF CHUROH NEWS.

PRESDYTERIAN,

—There has been an interesting work of
grace at Williamsville, in Bath county, Va.
Twenty persons had already united with the
church, and many more were deeply in-
terested.

—The Transylvania, Ky., Presbytery (of
the Bouthern Church), at its late session,
passed resolutions condemning the Rev. Mr,
Junkin, of Danville, and the elders of his
chureh, for receiving into the eommunion of
the church a Campbellite lady on hér Camp-
bellite baptismn—the General Assembly, the
Kentucky Synod, and the Transylvania Pres-
bytery having each previously pronounced
such baptism invalid.

—The Memphis Fresbyterian reports a de-
cidedly encouraging state of feeling in the
First Presbyterian Church, Memphis, of
which the Rev. I, H, Bowman is pastor. At
the last communion fifteen persons were
added to the cburch, and so steadily has it
progressed, under the blessing of God upon
it, that within a little more than two years it
has more than doubled its number,

—The Presbytery of Charleston has re-
scinded its decision disapproving of the
action of members regularly supplying pul-
wits of other denominations. The discussion
was gpirited, but the majority in favor of re-
scinding was large.

—Rev. Thomas H. Benton, native mission-
ary to the Chootaws, died in April last, at his
home in the Choctaw Nation,

—The Ross Bireet Presbyterian Church,
Brooklyn, N. Y., have commenced the erec-
tion of & church building which is attracting
much attention for the novelty of its strue-
ture., It is to be built entirely of metal, &, ¢.,
cast iron, ridged and wrought iron, pressed
zine, and medallion metal, with a frame work
of heavy timbers. The style of arcbitecture
is German Gothie,

—The English Presbyterian mission on the
Island of Formosa has been very prosperous
the past year. 'Thirty-thres persons have
been admitted to cbureh membership. One
was 8 woman of eighteen, whose husband cast
her off because she worshipped God. On one
Sabbath, efter the morning service, eighty-five
presented themselves as candidates for admis-
sion to the Chureh.

EPISCOPAL,

—Mr. James F, Conover, editor of the De-
troit Z'ribune, bas resigned his position, in
order to become a minister in the Episcopal
Church, He kas been connected with the
Detroit newspapers for eighteen years.

—'The Churclunan makes a comparison of
the statistical returns in Massachusetts, show-
ing the progress and growth of the Episcopal |
Church from 1841, The number of ministers
in 1841 was 52; in 1870, 125, The number
of communicants has increased from 32014 to
11,392; the econtributions have increased from
$12,197°69 to $272,07803,

—The American Episcopal Mission in China
has over two hundred children under daily
instruetion, most of the teachers being Chris-
tian natives. Beventy were baptized, most
of them adults, and forty-eight confirmed the
past year. Five hundred of the starving poor
of the city of Bhanghai were fed, morning
and evening, by the missionaries, during the
past winter,

—Three members of the Order of the
Brothers of St. John recently arrived in Bal-
timore, M4., from England, and have been
holding services in several of the Episcopal
churches.

—The Rev. John Moore Capes, of Balliol
College, Oxford, who joined the Church of
Rome in 1545, has returned to the English
Chburch, and desires to devote his remaining
years to ita service. He resnmed preaching
in London on the 23d of April, |

bath partly occupied for the first time for
Sunday-school services, and will be for-
mally gmm to-morrew. The church cost |

—The London Metiodist Recorder states
that on Easter Sunday the first Methodist
chapel in Rome was dedicated. Rev. Henry
J. Piggott, Buperintendent of the Italian
Missions, ched on the ogeasion. The
chapel is located in the neighborhood of the
Jews' Quarter, many of whom werg present
at the dedication, snd frequently form & large
proporticn of the congregation.

—The Beston Preachers Maeliu_g, after
earnest discussion st its recent meeting, ap.

KISSING LITHRATURE,

Considering what slender themes have
served to fill big books, it is remarkable that
the literature of kissing sheuld be so ex-
tremely meagre. Three or four brief essays
in prose; a dozen short poems mostly in
Latin and French; and a thousand epigrams
(more or less)—these are about all that have
been written on one of the most piquant, if
not the profoundest, of topics. In Hebrew
literature the “Song of Solomon" contains, it
is gaid, the most and the best to be found on
the subject of kissing. The Greek poets,
with one or two exceptions, make little men-
tion of it, save as an act of reverence, Sap-
pho, who may be supposed to have known
something of the matter, does not appear—
judging by the fragments of her writings
which remsain—to have thought the topic
worthy of her muse. Theocritus elearly
knew the value of a kiss, as a demonstration
of affection. Very prettily, bnt with singn-
lar moderation of feeling and diction, he says
to & beantiful lady friend: —

“I wonld have been contented
With a kis8 of your sweet mouth,”

Plata, philosopher as he was, seems to have
been vastly more enthusiastio. In his elegant
versicle entitled ‘‘The Kiss," he declares that
on a certain occasion his sounl quite deserted
his body, being literally lost in a smack—like
a shipwrecked fisherman! With commenda-
ble reticence, he does not mention the lady’s
name, after the manner of later poets, who
“kiss and tell” with shamefnl freadom of
speech—provided, indeed, their Lydias and
Lalages are not mere psendonymen.

Of the Roman bards, it 18 notable that
Horace makes little of kissing in his litera-
ture, whatever he may have done in his life.
Perhaps he was warned off the premises by
the wonderful success of Catullus in his
famous ode to Lesbia—a poem altogether
nurivalled in its way, and leaving to later
poels not! ug byt to vie with each other in
attempting to imitate or tranpslate it. “Do
you ask, Lestia,” sings Catullus, ‘‘how many
kissings of thine can be emough? . . ., .
As many as are the sands of the African
desert; or as meany as are the stars that be-
bold the secret loves of mortals when night
is still,” By-the-by, one of the finest of
American scholars, commenting on this pas-
sage, calls attention to the poet's felicitous
use of the word “‘kissings” (basationes), which
he employs instead of ‘‘kisses” (basia), with
a fine effect of multiplication. A French
poet, however, has improved on the mode of
computation which Catullns gives in his
““hasia wmille, ete.,” by a single ipgenions
phrase which extends the laxury ad infini-
tum/ In a poem by Victor Hugo it is said of
two lovers,

“On p'embrasse a chaque instant,

"

Puis enoore!

Kissing ‘‘every moment and then again!”
is_an expression which rewinds one of
“Three cheers and a tiger !"" only it is a good
deal more multitudinons, and suggests, in-
deed, what the mathematicians call an infini-
tesimal series.

Perhaps the finest desoription of a kissing
bout is the one contained in his poem to
“Aeme,” by Oaius Valerius, Of many Eng-
lish versions of the immortal ode to **Leabia,”
above mentioned, the best is in the form of
an imitation—it is much too free to be called
a trapslation —by Sir Hanbury Williams. We
quote the better part of it;—

“Come, Chloe !—and glve me sweet kisses

(For aweeter, sure, girl never gave) ;
But why, iu the midst of our biisses,
Do you ask me how many I crave 7
I'm not to be stinted in pleasure,
8o, prithee, my charmer, be kind;
For since I love ihee beyond measure,
To numbers 1'll ne'er be confined !
Countihe herds that o'er Tempe are straylug;
The nowers thist enamel it delds;
Count the bees that o'er Hybla are playing ;
The grain that rich t*luiliy1 yields;
Go, number the stars {n the heaven,
Go, count all the gands on the shore ;
When so many Kitses you've glven,
I sLill shall be oray ing for more !

Among DBritish bards, Burns and Moore,
like all the amstory poets, made frequent
allusion to kissing; but nsither they, nor any
of the modern lights of love-literature (with
two notable exceptions), have devoted special
poems to the subject. Browning has given
us & remarkably dainty bit of verse, telling
in how many ways be would choose to be
kissed; and his more gifted wife in her eharm-
“First Time ke
kissed Me,"' bas shown how eapable a theme
it is, for beauty and tendorness, in the hands
of genius.

American poems about kissing, Saxe’s
“Ode to Lesbia” is the only one we remem-
ber, with theexception of an epigram entitled
“Lip-Service,” with & copay,of whiok we will
conclude this article:— 1
“Julin onee and once agalp,
I cognettish fsshion,
Hesnlesa of her lover's pain,
Mocked his burning passjon: —
"Waords of worship Dghtly fall
From & 0ourtier, surely
Mere “lipservice,” that is ail’
Huiil the mald, demareiy,
Then Lils kisses (ol hike dow,
D'lm wnuunm- would ohoose "o,
n wouth—aud through aod through
Torilled her glowlng bosom,
Till she felt—npor uitered she
Mere nm':uﬁ‘&, ue
M -
